1782 to 1i80—not even o “‘revenue” duty, but
the genulpe, nnadulterated article—an ellort to
impose 8 rovenve duty ol barely five per cent,
whorewith Lo pay ceriain pressing obligations
bemg vewed by State sovereignty. Now, then,
was ygrioulture stimuolated ¥ ad manolactures
receiveé a8 new impetus? Wus general business
nobivd und prolitable? Was plenty socattered !
over the land? Were the laboring closses ne-
tively and profitably cmployed ! Surely not,

Those werte yeurs of general emburrassment,
prostiation, paalisis, bankraptey —ol a popular
canspiracy it New Hampshire (1756) to overawe
and coerge the Legislnture into an iveue ol irve-
decmable  paper—ol  Shayg’s wsorrection 1o
Masspchpsetts (1787). and other desperate ri-
sors of bankrupy, waddened men, whope pro-
perty. was clutched by the sheriit and spld for a
gong.. It was thig universsl provalenco of in-
durtrinl paralysie, of commercinl rain, that
overbore the popular Demooratic jealousy of
contrilized power, and carried the Federal Gons
stitution over the heads of the Sam Adanscs,
Pattick Henrys, and George Clintons of that day.
And, when it had been carried—eurvied, in spite
of rtirnl jenlousy, by the 1amished; laborsecking
population of the seaports—there was a great
cdlebration of its triumph i this city (we have
talked wuh those who aitnessed it), wherein
“Protection (0 Home Labort was emblazoned
on the banners and shoueed from wue lps of
huncreds ol cxolting artigans,

Years, pussed—yenrs ol great events, fokle
policy, and varyine tortunes—during which our
infunt, manoluctures were =thpulated by the
Embargo and war with Great Britmn into a
hot-house growth, only to muke thew ruin, niter
the return to o peace fa i’ in 1816, more com-
pletes - A very few artieles—plain cottons gspe-
cinll v—were saved by Mr, Calhoun in the adjust-
ment of thidt tanil : but the greet majority were
leit to perish,  And we do positively know that
the resulting collapse and paralysis of all our
inoustry—agricuitural as well as munulpcturing
—was ulmost total, Thronghout New England,
we judge that every fourth farm was nthe
hands of ‘the sherift; while in the West the
general insolveney led to the ereation in Ken-
tucky of & “New Court," whote Tegality was
disputed by the partisuns ot the “Old Courl”—
the “New Couort” being a popular legislative
conirivance o stay the colleeiigpn of debls, By
these contlicting Conrts the Btaté was distracted
and demorulized ter vears—while agricalture
wa: without *stimulus,” and manufuctires
lopked for a *new impetus” in vain,

The taril question was thoroughly discossed
throughout the ten ensumg yenrs, and the taruf
somewbhat mprovea mw 1820, again in 1524, and
at length moade thoronghly protective in 1528,

The Lvening Post need only turn to its own
files of that date to lind the most doletul nnd
coltdenty prophecies of  general stagnation and
